DON’T FENCE ME IN... 


The four men, who were 
executed immediately after 
4 “mass trial,” were subject 
to- an accusation quite po- 
pular in the middle ages, 
that of poisoning wells, a 
charge for which thousands 
of Jews have at one time 
or another been murdered 
The brief cabled report un- 
fortunately gives no indica- 
tion of what scientific evi- 
dence was produced. or how 
it was examined by the 
Masses who condemned 
them 

The court's light regard for 
its own charges its illustrated 
by the fact that six other 
landiords found guilty on the 
same charge Were given “sus- 
pended sentences to give them 
a chance to reform.” When 
ten men are found guilty of 
the same charge, four killed 
and the other six merely asked 
to reform, it is difficult to take 
justice seriousiy. This confirms 
the impression gained from re- 
ports of other Chinese trials 
indicating that China is reach- 
ing the stage where capital 
punishment appears to be - 
most the smallest punishment 
worth giving 

Further against 
members of the ‘iandiord class 
are foreshadowed by the news- 
paper, here perhaps is the 
most terrifying feature of com- 
munism the wheel has turn- 
ed a ful circle since the 
French revolution. and in- 
equality before the law has 
become a fundamental tenet.

ROM the free Western 

world they came to Israel, 
spurred by pamphlet and pep- 
talk, not goaded by the whip 
of terror.

Plenty of Land 

“You can’t get claustropho- 
bia in the Negev.” said an 
Urim  tractor-driver in a 
jaunty base-ball cap “But 
we've not enough tractors to 
plough our 9000 dunams nor 
enough people to guard them.” 
He pointed to a heap of ir- 
rigation pipes, twisted like 
macaroni “The Arab's re- 
creation — either that or 
horse-stealing. But they can't 
rob us of the land. There's 
so tuch of it that kibbutzim 
in thenmoérth send their trac- 
tor-crews to work our land: 
they bring their own machines 
and a girl to cook, and live 
in a shanty-town we put up 


for ther. in a corner of the 
compound.” The 70 Ameri- 
cans came as a god-send to 
the original settlers who 
had deen struggling along 
since 1946 and «were waiting 
for an infusion of energy 
“It's queer to be at the end 
of the road, in bota senses, 
after changing from one tem- 
porary training centre to an- 
ether. Now is the test, when 
novelty wears off and the 
sand-storms becin. Ten of our 
people have already left, and 
it's disheartening to hear of 
other American Habonim pro- 
jects crippled by dwindling 
man-power.” 

Disheartening indeed, to 
encounter stray survivals in 
half-a-dozen kibbutzim which 
once boasted enthusiastic 
American groups, even when 
this remnant is above the 
ordinary. They stayed and 
stuck it out because they were 
of exceptional calibre: like 
Chaim Zeldis of Hatzerim. who 
has written a couple of novels 
and a volume of verse while 
proving himself a den on 
worker. But despite the 
others, the majority, whe 
packed their bags for home 
or the city, contingents of 
Yankee optimists continue to 
come down here. 


Stuck it Ou: 


In search of their youngest. 
settlement, I thumbed a lorry 
together with a dusty hiker 
armed with a feather-duster. 
“For the spring-clean.” ex- 
piained this blonde lad from 
Argentina, whose iob i“ tc 
carry purchases from Beer- 
sheba to Kibbutz Kisufim 
which as vet has no lorry. 
The last stage of the journey 
was completed with six other 
victints wedged on a tractor:

Cost-of-Living Down in U.S.

WASHINGTON. — 

b eum cost of living is declin- 
ing in the United States 
and from all indications it 
will probably continue to 
decline in the coming months. 


As a result of lower living 
costs and higher wage rates, 
average real wages of non- 
farm workers have not only 
regained their pre-Korean 
standing for the first time 
since the start of the defente 
programme but also stand now 
at an all time high. Their real 
wages -—— that is, earnings 
after adjustment for price 
changes — have risen more 
than four percent from the 
1951 low, a gain that more 
than offsets the recent increase 
in income taxes, 

Farr. workers also are bet- 
ter off. Their money wages 
have risen more than 19 per 
cent since the Korean out- 
break, while [ing costs have 
gone up only 10.5 per cent. 

Many economists say a 
further rise in average real 


wages is likely because of the 
expected. continued decline 
in- living costs and the up- 
ward trend of wage payments. 

In support of their predic- 
tion of lower living costs, 
economists point out that 
prices of 28 sensitive raw 
commodities have lost 75 per 
cent of their post-Korean rise 
since February, 1971. Prices 
of almost all kinds of goods 
that the average family buys 
also are being cut. And what 
is more, there are many in- 
dications that the end of the 
sellers’ market that has been 
gominant for 10 years is now 
unter way.
